SLAUGHTER PREDICTED FOR THE 


GERMAN ARMY MENACING PARIS 


Allies’ Position at Oise Makes it Apparent that Teuton Advance Will 
be Made Increasingly Difficult—Defenders Playing for Time 
While the Enemy is Becoming Exhausted—Further Attempt is 
Made by Kaiser’s Men to Draw Italy into War—Twelve Red 
Cross Ladies Have Been Killed and Others Stated to be Missing. 


Petrograde (St. Petersburg) Sept. 2.—The general staff an- 
Aounces that the Austrian fifteenth division was completely routed 
near Lustchoff, on August 28 and that 100 officers and 4,000 soldiers 
were taken prisoners, 

rhe following official announcement. was made public here to- 
day: “Our forces invading Galicia have continued their advance in 
the direction of Lemberg. The enemy fell back gradually before our 
troops. We captured sone cannon, some rapid fire guns, and some 
caissons, The’ pursuit continues. 

“Near Guila and Lipa the enemy occupied a strong position of 
such naturai strength that it was considered impregnable. They also 
desperately attempted to stop our advance by a flanking movement 
in the direction of Halurz. We repulsed the Austrians inflicting seri- 
ous losses, captured a flag and 32 guns and a quantity of supplies an 
many prisoners including a general. 

“On the-south front in the Warsaw district all he Austrian at- 
tacks have been repulsed with success. Assuming the offensive on 
our right wing, we forced the Austrians to retreat, capturing three can- 
non, ten rapid fire guns and over 1,000 prisoners. According to state- 
ments made by the latter the Austrian losses were very heavy. 

The official statement adds that the commander of the Austrian 
division, the commander of a brigade and the chief of staff of the 
division were killed, Of the 4,000 men made prisoners, 600 had been 

wounded. 

The Russians also captured 20 guns and the flag of the sixty- 
filth regiment. 

London, Sept. 2,—(10:10 a.m.)—-A curtain over the battle 
drama in northwestern France has momentarily been raised. It shows 
the allies battling desperately to prevent the success of the German 
assaults on the Upper Oise, less than 50 miles from Paris, On the 
eastern war stage Russia frankly confesses to a disaster to two army 
corps with the loss of three generals. Elsewhere the Russian arms 
seemed to have triumphed, 

Galicia has been successfully invaded and Lemberg will soon be 
evacuated according to reports from the St. Petersburg war office. 

If this is true, the Austrian menace to Russian Poland will be 
ended, and the Russian forces can begin to converge for the march on

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SAYS ENGLISH NAVY 
MAY ADOPT TACTICS

London, Sept. 2.—The—Pimes’ nayal

Paris, Sept. 2.—(8.00 a.m,)—-The exo- 
dus of Parisians continues from the 
D'Orsay and Des Invalides stations) 
but it Is not greater than the influx at 
the north stations of refugees from 
Relgium and northern France, min- 
gled with returning wounded.

Emigrants from Crepy-En-Valois, in | 
the department of Oise, 23 miles south 
east of Compeigne, reports that the) 
Germans were crushed near there and 
that piles of bodies were lying a yard 
high. A sergeant wounded in the 
neighborhood of Compeigne declares 
he witnessed the annihilation of an 
entire German division by the French 
artillery. 


At the eastern station the refugees 
are nearly as numerous but there are 
few wounded among them. An in- 
jJurd artilleryman who arrived there 
spoke mysteriously of the terrible ef- 
fects of certain French — projectiles. 
The arrival of 140 wounded English 
soldiers at the north station yesterday 
was made the occasion of a great 
manifestation of sympathy. All wore 
flowers presented by the red cross la- 
dies at Chantilly who had also dis- 
tributed refreshments to the contin- 
gent. 

At the medical service station the 
Englishmen passed a number of 
wounded Belgians and stopped to 
shake hands while the crowd Sees 
ed. 

The reports of refugees given in this 
despatch that the Germans were 
fighting in the vicinity of Compeigne, 
in the department of Oljse, indicate a 
further marked advance of the Ger- 
mans, Previous reports had them 
fighting at Le Vere, in the department 
of Aline, about 70 miles from Paris. 
Compeigne is less than fifty miles from

DEFENDERS HAVE ADVANTAGE 
OF POSITION AND STILL ARE 
CONFIDENT HOLDING TUETONS 


Uncertainty Continues Owing to wefeatTacoric Messages Received From 
War Office—Large Numbers of Wounded Continue to Arrive at 
Paris, Indicating That Battle is Still Being Waged—Kaiser’s 
Men Flinging Whole of Their Weight to Force a Wedge Through 
British Troops—Have so Far Been Unsuccessful—English Put- 
ting up Great Fight. 


London, Sept. 2.—The forty-fourth anniversary of Sedan and 
the beginning of the fifth week of the war in western Europe found 
the German armies still fighting for a road to Paris. The second 
great battle in the western theater of the war, and a battle which 
e | brombes to decide the course of that war, has been progressing for 
more than three days. That fact is almost the sum total of the 
dl vnowiedge which Great Britain and France have of the course of the 
mighty events. 

The battle is being fought by the Germans to turn the left flank 
of the allied armies. That the Germans have pushed back the French 
and British forces on that flank to a certain extent is revealed by of- 
ficial French announcements. They say that the German advance 
had been made at an enoromus cost of lives and energy and the French 
and English are asking whether the Germans are not becoming ex- 
hausted by their heavy losses. 

The allies assert that they maintain an excellent organization 
and that their troops are in the best of spirits. They also declared 
that the defensive campaign they are maintaining means that the Ger: 
mans are throwing fhemselves against a wall which has yielded but 
has the advantage of position and strategy on its side. 

Troops Proceeding North. 

London, Sept. 2,—The Ostend correspondent of the Reuter 
Telegram company says that an extensive movement of German 
trops toward the north has been seen from Brussels, It is believed 
the Germans are going to Antwerp, where an investment and bom: 
bardment are expected. 

Not Consistent With Theory. 

Paris, Sept. 2.—An air of great uncertainty continues in the face 
of the laconic communications from the war office, bul last evening 
there appeared to exist an easier feeling, arising from the supposition 
that the Germans were withdrawing part of the troops operating in the 
north. There is nothing to confirm this except the fact that Lille, 
Tourcoing and other exposed points are reported free of the enemy. 

The admission of the war oflice that the French troops are re- 
tiring south and south-west is not taken as being consistent with the 
above theory, because naturally it would be the strategy of the allies 
to let the Germans darw their lines out if so disposed in order to take 
advantage of the resulting weakness at the right moment. 

Severe Fighting Continues. 

Paris, Sept. 2.—The number of wounded arriving at different 
points show that the fighting in the north continues with vreat vio- 
lence. Yesterday 700 wounded soldiers, arrived at Cherbourg, 500 
at Orleans, 300 at Briancon and 200 at Paris, Nearly all of them 
had been wounded in the legs or arms. 

The number of prisoners is also considerable. One convoy of 
768 has arrived at Nimes, another.of 480 at Troyes, and 100 at Cler- 
mont, Ferrand. 

Sacrifice Lives Recklessly. 

London, Sept. 2.—The Chronicle’s correspondent sends a report 
of a third British battle in the upper Oise valley where the Germans 
are flinging the whole of their weight to force a wedge. The battle 
ragd throughout Sunday and Monday when the Germans, il is said, 
sacrificed lives recklessly.

London, Sept. 2.—The correspondent of the Daily Mail at Bou- 
logne reports that a regiment of infantry has been cut up by the allies. 

“Since Friday night,” he says, ‘‘a large body of German troops 
have been surrounded in a forest which is being entirely bombarded 
on all sides by the allies. 

“Heavy slaughter occurred duting a two days battle which 
finally ended with the retirement of the Germans, leaving large nume 
bers of dead and wounded on the field. 

“The losses of the allies were also heavy.”

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IS IT THE PUBLIC’S NERVES 
THE WAR OFFICE FEARS? 

One result of the rigid censorship now in vogue in the theater 
of war will be that there can be no proper account of the big battles. 
Not only is the world not getting the news now, but after it is all 
over the world will never know what happened. 

In the old days, when men gathered en masse and slaughtered 
each other at arms’ length, engagements were terminated in a day. 
The telephone and cable were unknown and the wireless unthought 
of, News was slow in getting to the office of publication, and slower 
still in getting back. The outcome had been decided long before, 
and the war correspondent’s story was ancient history, from a perusal 
of which-the enemy could glean no advantage. But all this is 
changed now. The battle line is two hundred and fifty miles long 
and the opposing armies are sometimes miles apart while fighting. 
The present great battle on the French frontier has been in progress 
for three weeks or more, with the outcome still in doubt. The war 
managers are taking no chances. 

But as a consequence of the suppression of the war correspon- 
dent, there can be no genuine story of ithe war. Fragmentary 
accounts may be gathered together and pieced out from interviews 
with survivors. But even these cannot be even approximately cor- 
rect, for the views of localized engagements must of necessity be 
distorted out of all focus by individuals who see only what is within 
their own radius and who have no knowledge of its relationship to the 
two-hundred-and-tifty-mile battle line. 

No war was ever so sedulously screened as the present, with the 
result that the public gets only the official dispatches, or such part of 
them as the censor considers the public nerves will stand. 

In this matter of the public nerves, however, there may be 
greater reason for screening the ghastly details than in any anticipated 
danger from the premature publication of news which might aid the 
enemy. The very suppression of the news is leading to an uneasy 
feeling in the public mind that the slaughter is so terrible that the 
various war offices are literally afraid to allow the true story to come 
out, either now or afterward, Substantiating this, there is the grue- 
some fact that the German government has ceased to publish 
casualty lists, Also there is a wealth of insight in the fact that the 
German government confiscates at the Swiss border all foreign news- 
papers containing war news of any kind. Taken together with the 
fact, as reported from Paris, that the kaiser has given orders that all 
war correspondents who fall into the hands of his soldiers be shot 
at once, it seems that the kaiser’s real anxiety is lest his own people 
yet to know too much about the war, now or later. Certainly the 
thot correspondents will produce no copy. 

What is manifest in the case of the kaiser may be equally true 
upon the side of the allies, The public does not know, right at this 
present minute, whether one hundred thousand men or one million 
have been killed. The shock contained in the real truth is probably 
what the war office is most afraid of. :

THE ROUTE BY WHICH 
NEW ERAS ARRIVE 

While the meagerness and the conflicting nature of the news 
from the theater of war make it impossible to form an accurate 
estimate of what is going forward, it seems undisputed that the 
Russian advance along the Baltic coast is unchecked. Konigsberg 
has been shut off and they are upon Danzig. The Kiel canal is not 
far away. At the present rate of progress, within a few days, the 
whole coast of the Baltic will have been possessed by the Russians 
and communication between Germany and the Scandinavian countries 
to the north absolutely cut off, 

As bearing upon the question of the duration‘of the war, this is 
of tremendous importance, as it bears vitally upon the matter of 
Germany's food supply. 

Germany's commerce upon the Atlantic has already been crip- 
pled beyond the point where it can be useful to her. Two hundred 
and thirty-seven thousand tons of German shipping lie idle in New 
York alone. Germany can get no food products from that. side. 
The Russians are at Lemberg in Galicia, and threaten to cut off food 
supplies from Hungary and Roumania by driving a line through the 
middle of Austria. With the Baltic coast invested, Germany and 
Prussia, with Berlin in the center, will be dependent upon the food 
supplies already in the country. 

Germany's crop of staples this year, wheat, rye and potatoes, 
is said to be good. But Germany has called her last man from the 
farms to the front and the saving of the crop isin the hands of women 
and children. Germany may save whatever of this year’s crop is not 
ruined by war, but she imports heavily in normal times and with 
four million of her own men engaged in war and the country called 
upon to sustain two or three millions of extra Russians there is no 
chance of her having enough to go round. Certainly not for next 
year, if the war should last until then. 

Germany’s outlook for defeat by starvation is extremely bright. 


And starving men have always been dangerous men for despots to} 


deal with. 
The new era in Europe may be ushered in through hunger. 
Most new eras have arrived by that route. 


BREAKING THROUGH 

The primitive savage is breaking through the veneer of German 
civilization. Breaking treaties and assassinating burgomasters are 
the legitimate offspring of the “martial virtues” Germany has been 
cultivating for years. The child who is brought up in that spirit comes 
to believe that so long as he wears the uniform his father wore and 
rattles a sword he can set at defiance every principle of decency and 
honor. That is the spirit which is going to be crushed, simply because 
it is a menace to the world. The process may take time, but Prus- 
Sianism will be exterminated in the end.

That in a nutshell is the British attl- 
tude. Granting that her contentions 
are admitted by the state department 
there would be no obstacle to the Am- 
erican acquisition of ships for use in 
Latin American and other trade. The 
discussion between the two governments 
is most amicable and there seems to be 
no reason on this side why there should 
be Irritation of any sort. 

England's legal argument is based 
largely on article 56 of the declaration 
of London, of 1909, which both govern- 
ments have approved and which says:

At the present juncture England has 
not the slightest desire to take any 
steps that would alienate in the slight- 
est degree American goodwill, which is 
appreciated highly, but the view is 
taken that this is a matter of consider- 
able consequence, meaning not alone 
that Gertinany would obtain consider- 
able money from the sale but also that 
if England failed to exercise what she 
held to be her right to prevent unre- 
stricted commercs between American 
ports and German ports, or American 
porta and Dutch ports, throug which 
a food supply could pass, her own in- 
terest would materially suffer, making 
it more difficult to combat the enemy 
and at least prolonging the conflict. 

The foregoing ta an unofficial but 
authoritative exposition of England's 
side of the case.

Stress 
is laid on the fact that England does 
not ask America to deylate from a post- 
tion of strict neutrality, It is simply 
contended that England is permitted by 
international law not to recognize the 
transfer of the flag and that under the 
circumstances she {s compelled to in- 
voke that right, although as a matter 
of friendship she ts willing to grant 
concessions which will permit America 
if she so desires to increase her mer- 
chant marne and engage in sea-going 
business.

Problem of Unemployed 


One of the biggest and most im- 
portant items referred to last night's 
council was that in regard to the 
probable caring for the unemployed 
during the coming winter. The matter 
was brought to the notice of the alder- 
men by the Dominion Government Im- 
migration Officer Clegg, who 1s in re- 
ceipt of a telegram from Ottawa ask- 
ing for particulars as to the number 
and nationality of the unemployed 
here, and an opinion of the proper or 
best method of assistance that the 
dominion government might give. Mr, 
Clegg stated that there were at present 
some 8,600 men unemployed in the city. 
Numerous suggestions were offered as 
to ways and means of aiding the ap- 
parent difficulty. Chief among these 
was the idea of having men sent out to 
the districts surrounding Edmonton, 
clearing off the homesteads not yet 
settled upon, and cutting roads through 
wooded settlements and other work of 
this nature, This idea met with general 
approval. Alderman Driscoll also 
made mention of the fact that the 
dominion government obtained some 
two million dollars of money from Al- 
berta through oil leases, and thought 
they should be reminded of that fact in 
distributing their assistance to the un- 
employed, A meeting of commissioner 
Booth, Mr, Clegg and the city welfare 
league will be held Wednesday, to fur- 
ther consider the matter, 

Police Force Salaries 

Aldermen Calder and Douglas raised 
objection to the cutting of salaries in 
the city police department. Alderman 
Fast maintained that a_ policeman 
could live as cheaply as any other city 
official and saw no reason why they, 
like the others, should not be reduced. 
Alderman Calder gave notice of motion 
that the council reconsider their pre- 
vious motion passed, to reduce salaries 
in all departments, Under the cut rate 
salary rate, chief of police is reduced 
from $333.33 per month to $300, deputy 
chief Bruten from $200 to $175, chief 
detective Kroning from $135 to $115, 
and other members of the staff in like
